W. C. Petty, without opposition for 
the ticket with a total of 1.440 for 
county superintendent of schools led 
the three precincts, while for the 
Democrats, Charles Rouse, candidate

E. Kennedy was high with 265 votes 
to Kennedy's 1,302. 

Voting was hca;^ for an off-year 
election but it merely served to in- 
crease the Republican majority. The 
election gave housewives opportunity 
to protest OPA high prices, and men 
to get revenge for national injustices 
besides choosing whom they consid- 
ered better men for county office.

Two-Hour Parking

Now, however, condi- 
tions are such that its enforcement 
is a ro?1 nerossity, and Bartlett has 
instructed Chief of Police Peterson 
to arr-st all violators. 

The ordinance applies only to the 
main business section and will nol 
affect parking north of the corner 
of Depot street or south of Park Ave 
New signs warning motorists will be 
posted, and as soon as the sign arc 
up, arrests will bo made in all cases 
Df violation. 

The Interpetation of the ordinance 
by villa^a authorities allows parking 
at any time after 5 p. m. without a 
violation, thus a motorist who parks 
at one minute after five would not 
be in violation if his car remained at 
the curb all evening, since the ban 
is lifted nt 7 p. m. 

Since pnrkinf; conditions are very 
crowded In Antioch, it is believed 
that enfe"ccmer.* of the measure will 
relieve the condition to a great e.s- 
tent by removing cars which are the 
property of business men and em- 
ployees from the street.

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Congress and the OPA 

Manufacturers, rolailers, distributors and others 
involved, accepted the continuation of OPA in its pres- 
ent modified form, with good grace. Many of them be- 
lieved that it would have been wiser to abandon the 
bureau, and let the normal machinery of supply and 
demand talie care of the price situation. Bui. despite 
this, the great bulk of Ihem have cooperated with OPA 
to the full in seeking to carr\- out the provisions of the 
law. 

Even so, it is apparent that 0P.\ cannot and is 
not "holding the price line." Cost of production of 
everything, whether we like it or not, continues to 
rise, and that must be reflected in the cost to the 
buyer. We are learning, for example, that we cannot 
have a record public debt and record wages and pre- 
war prices at the same lime. When OPA does attempt 
to force prices below their natural level, as in the case 
of meat, supplies dwindle In the showcases of the legiti- 
mate, law-abidinj* stores— and flow in abundance into 
eager blaek market channels. 

What this all adds up to is that the natural forces 
of supply and demand can't lonj; be avoided. In a free 
market, prices will eventually find their own level, 
based upon production, upon consumer desire, upon 
wage scales, upon material and operating costs, upon 
competition, and upon all the other factors which 
"come into play in farm and factorj- and continue on 
down the line to the store where the ultimate customer 
makes h'u purch.i.se, .\nd the sooner we return to thai 
free market, the better off we will be. 

It was obviou,sty the desire of Congress that this 
return be made quickly. It revivied 0P.\ with great re- 



luctance, partly because of pressure from the Administra- 
tion, and partly because it believed that complete de- 
control was not sound now. But its creation of the de- 
control board, with powers superior to those of the 
OPA Administrator, showwl clearly what it planned. 
That expressed mandate must be carried out.

Public Health 

One basic trouble with such sweeping measures 
as the proposed Wagncr-Murray-Dingell public health 
bill is that they altempt to do loo much too fast. This 
bill, for instance, would give the Federal government 
.ill-inclusive power over medical practice, including 
doctors, hospitals and clinics, at a huge and untold cosl, 
on the theorj- that the public health would be greatl.v 
improved. 

The truth is that public health is not a matter

Richard and .Marj- Todd. He decried [

MALDEN. MASS.-George Ross, 
40, n stationary engineer, with rare 
fortitude and presence of mind, di- 
rected his own rescue from a con- 
veyor belt in which his legs were 
jammed after stopping the electric 
system by throwing small tin cans 
at a "stop and go switch."

• CHICAGO.— The strange ptory of 
how four brothers, sons of a Dii 
jPage county farmer, spent 47 
months hiding in n tiny attic room 
•In their Ontnrioville home in Du 
Page county to avoid the draft was 
brought to light when the brothers 
.voluntarily surrendered to Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in Chicago. 
^ Each of 'the brothers was sen- 
tenced to three years in the fed- 
eral penitentiary. 

In passing sentence, Judge Buy of 
the federal district court said; "The 
thing that amazes me is to find 
four brothers all equally disloyal. 
lYour actions were certainly cow- 
ardly in letting others fight for you. 
If you'd done this in Austria, from 
where your family came, you'd have 
been shot." 

The brothers, pale but showing no 
other ill cdects from their long in- 
ternment, appeared at FBI cfllcos 
after their father. Charles Gabriel. 
was warned by federal agents that 
a nation-wide search was being or- j 
ganized. 

FBI Agent Edward W. Halloran, 
iwho has been working on the case 
for two years, said the brothers es- 
caped detection by barricading 
themselves in a tiny room in a cor- 
ner of the Gabriel two-slory frame 
house on the outskirts of Ontario- 
vilJe, 10 miles southeast of Elgin. 
.'Mother Helped Out. 

As soon as FBI agents appeared. 
Halloran said, the brothers, .Mbcrt. 
40; Frank. 29; Henry. 26, and Er- 
nest. 23, \^•ould draw a curtain 
across the single window in the at- 
tic room. Downstairs their father 
and mother, Josephine, would pre- 
pare to enact a dramatic scene, j 

Mrs. Gabriel would feign illness 
and fall across a bed in a faint. The 
elder Gabriel then would expose a 
cancerous wound on his neck ar.d 
pretend that he was nearly unable 
to talk. In response to questions by ■ 
FBI men about the whereabouts of 
his sons he would only mumble re- 
plies that they had disappeared 
years before. 

•Although a close watch was kept 
on the place, farm asjcnts failed to 
see the brothers because they 
would leave their room only on 
moonless nights to exercise fay run- 
ning up and down a cow path on a 
lonely part of tiie farm. 

The brothers began their flight 
from army service on the day after 
Albert received a notice to report 
for induction on July 6, 1042. At 
that time they formed a pact to 
hide out together and protect one 
another from induction becau.'Je 
their religious beliefs did not allow 
them to fight. The youj^gL-r broth- 
ers never registered for the draft.

"I wasn't scared at 
all when I left for Baltimore be- 
cause I just knew it would turn out 
all right— anything was better than 
just laying and watching the rest 
of the guys play ball." 

A "blue baby" is one who as- 
sumes a blue color because of a 
deficient oxj'gen supply in the lungs 
as the result of a heart deformity 
It 

deficient supply of blood by sever 
ing a good artery ond attaehuig it 
to the defective one. 

Dick left Chicago by plane June 
4 for Baltimore with his parents aft- 
er t.hcy had corresponded with Dr. 
Blalock and Dr. Helen B. Tausig, 
who duvised the heart operation 
procedure two years ago. The op- 
eration, in which an artery from 
t.he left arm was severed and joined 
to the constriclt-'d puhnonary artery, 
was performed June 8 and de- 
clared successful 48 hours later. ,\p- 
pro.ximntely one similar operation 
daily is performed in the hospital.

WASHIXGTON, — Tlie British 
board of trade opened the gates re- 
cently to renev.ed imports of 34 mis- 
cellaneous types of U. S. merchan- 
dise which had been banned under 
wartime controls.
